REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1-19 are pending in this application. By this Amendment, claims 1-16 and 
18, the specification and Figures 5D-5E are amended and claim 19 is newly added. 
Reconsideration in view of the above amendments or the following remarks is 
respectfully requested. 

A. The Office Action rejects claims 1-18 under 35 U.S.C. §112, second 
paragraph. The rejection is respectfully traversed. 

With respect to claims reciting "to be electrically short", Applicants respectfully 
submit that the specification and claims have been amended to clarify such features 
disclosed in embodiments of the specification and distinctly claim the subject matter that 
Applicants regard as the invention. Further, Applicants respectfully submit such 
amendments are supported by at least Figs. 4A-4L of the originally filed application. 

With respect to claims 2 and 10, Applicants respectfully submit at least features of 
"coating an electrolyte layer on the surface of the substrate" and combinations thereof as 
recited are definite. Applicants respectfully submit they are entitled to be their own 
lexicographer. Further, Applicants respectfully submit the other electrolyte definition 
provided in the footnote of the text Electroplating by Lowenheim that was cited by the 
Office Action defines "electrolyte" as the substance which when dissolved in a solvent 
gives rise to a conducting solution. Applicants respectfully submit that an electrolyte 
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layer, for example, formed through an electrolytic plating method, deposits a layer from 
dissolved substances in the depositing conductive solution. To expedite prosecution, 
however, the pending claims have been amended to recite " a conductive layer, " with the 
exception of claims 4 and 17. 

For at least the reasons set forth above, Applicants respectfully submit that claims 
148 are definite. Withdrawal of the rejection of claims 1-18 under 35 U.S.C. §112, second 
paragraph is respectfully requested. 

B. The Office Action rejects claims 1-18 under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph, 
for failing to comply with the written description requirement. Further, the Office 
Action rejects claims 1-18 under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph, because the specification 
does not reasonably provide enablement for making the power connection "electrically 
short." The rejections are respectfully traversed. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the above amendments obviate the grounds for 
the rejections. Further, Applicants respectfully submit such amendments are supported 
by at least Figs. 4A-4L of the originally filed application. Withdrawal of the rejections of 
claims 1-18 under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph, is respectfully requested. 

C. Claim 19 is newly added by this Amendment and believed to be in condition 
for allowance.
